As far as the Mexicans are con- 
cerned John is “just another lead- 
er” unfit to take up the cause of 
Pan-American labor.They say he 
should stay home, where he be- 
longs, not doing so well even for 
the CIO.

Public Aid in July 


The appalling extent of destitu- 
tion in the United States, caused 
mainly by the existence of an un- 
employed army numbering around 
11,000,000, is emphasized by the-re- 
port of the social security board 
that 6,500,000 households compris- 
ing about 20,800,000 persons, were 
given some sort of federal, state or 
local relief during the month of 
July, the amount paid out by these 
agencies totaling $258,748,000. 


Pay Cut Hit By Childs 
Restaurant Employes 


A number of hundred Childs 
restaurant employes, organized in 
the chain service employes’ union, 
an American Federation of Labor 
affiliate, voted at a meeting in 
New York, N. Y., to reject a de- 
mand of the Childs management 
for a ten per cent decrease in 
wages. 

The proposal of the management 
for the wage cut followed the 
workers’ demand~ for improve- 
ments over the provisions of the 
agreement which expires Septem- 
ber 30. The employes asked for an 
increase of five cents an hour for 
kitchen workers, which would 
bring the pay up to a minimum of 
$18 weekly, and four cents increase 
for dining room employes, which 
would bring their wages up to 25 
cents an hour. There was also a 
demand for seniority and an eight- 
hour day within a nine-hour peri- 
od, which would end the prevailing 
practice of splitting the work day 
with a long gap between shifts.

At the next session of the 
California state legislature a 
| bill will be presented calling 
for the licensing of all station- 
ary and operating engineers. 
The bill is drafted and will be sub- 
mitted by unions affiliated with 
the international union of operat- 
ing engineers, A. F. of L. 

The bill provides for an exam- 
ination of all stationary engineers 
and boiler operators and classifi- 


eation thereof; also providing 
penalties for the violation of the 
act. 


Before an examination can be 
given the applicant must have at 
least one year's practical experi- 
ence in the management, opera- 
tion or construction of equipment 
included in the act operated by 
steam, gas, electricity, hydraulic or 
pneumatic power. 

A suggested engineers’ examina- 
tion is also attached to the bill. 


NO STATE RELIEF 
FOR STRIKING 
SF CLERKS 


State funds will not be avail- 
able, either as relief or unem- 
ployment compensation, to as- 
sist San Francisco’s depart- 
ment store strikers—so long as 
the stores remain open. This deci- 
sion was announced Monday by 
State Relief Administrator Harold 
Pomeroy in the face of “vigorous 
and vicious demands” from labor 
organizations. 


“Public funds cannot be used 
to support a_ strike,” said 
Pomeroy in a report to the 
governor’s council at Sacra- 
mento. “Assistance has been 
denied and will be refused as 
long as work opportunities ex- 
ist in the stores.”: 


In response to questions from 
Timothy Reardon, director of the 
state department of industrial 
welfare, and member of the steam 
fitters’ union, Pomeroy said that 
the demands come principally from 
the committee for industrial or- 
ganization, although’ the striking 
clerks are affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 


His department, Pomeroy added 
“has always found the AFL reason- 
able in its requests and agreeable 
and pleasant to deal with.” 

It is becoming increasingly evi- 
dent, he said, that a disturbing 
number of workers are coming to 
view the WPA and se¢yrity work 
relief as a “normal means of earn- 
ing support.” 

If a striker confers with his 
most recent employer and there is 
no work for him, he is given re- 
lief, Pomeroy said. 


Striking San Francisco depart- 
ment store clerks indicated yester- 
day that they will press their cam- 
paign for state relief funds. 

The statement, contained in a 
protest against a ruling given 
Monday by Harold Pomeroy, state 
relief administrator, was made as 
federal conciliators continued their 
efforts to find a basis for peace in 
the strike against 26 concerns and 
nine branches. 

At the same time, the striking 
union, AFL Retail Department 
Store Employees, Local 1100, re- 
ported that it had signed new con- 
tracts with 16 Mission district 
stores providing for continuation 
of last year’s seniority clause, crux 
of the dispute with the struck es- 
tablishments.

Convention One of Largest 
and Most Interesting Ever 
Held; San Jose Is Next

With more than 1100 delegates 
present the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor adjourned its week's 
session last Friday after one of the 
most interesting conventions held 
by the federation. 


The convention supported the 
six-hour day; favored changes in 
the state compensation laws to re- 
move questionable points; en- 
dorsed congressional legislation 
favoring establishment of railway 
post office service on motor ve- 
hicle routes and asked an amend- 
ment to the unemployed reserve 
act. 


Resolutions were adopted asking 
aid for California shipbuilders. 
Also that the maritime commission 
allocate 40 per cent of the gross 
tonage of new ships to Calffornia 
shipyards. 

The outstanding resolution of the 
federation, which was unanimous- 
ly adopted, was the one calling for 
defeat of Proposition No. 1 on the 
November ballot; trade unionists 
were asked to contribute 50 cents 
per member to a special committee 
to help defeat this most vicious 
piece of legislation. 


By a large majority vote the 
convention went on record of re- 
fusing to endorse any candidate 
for public office at the present 
time but will devote its full 
strength to defeat the labor initia- 
tive. 

xsaul Scharrénberg, = sec 
retary of the state federation, 
spoke on anti-labor legislation and 
touched on the need of better old- 
age pensions. Scharrenberg is now 
with the _ international _ sailors’ 
union as legislative representative. 
Edward Vandeleur, secretary of 
the federation, made a strong at- 
tack on the CIO in his annual re- 
port. In many instances, he 
charged, the CIO has fallen into 
hands of the communists. He also 
added that in San Francisco a 
“mushroom” CIO union “sold the 
Alaska cannery workers down the 
river” by signing a contract with 
the Alaska Packers association.

Homer S. Cummings, attorney general of the United States, 
announces that during October the department of justice will 
present to the grand jury of the District of Columbia the depart- 
ment’s case against the medical society of the District of Colum- 
bia and the American Medical association charging unlawful 
restraint of trade in reported activities against the Group Health 
Association, Inc., composed of a number of hundred government 
employes in the nation’s capital. 


In connection with the restraint of trade complaint the justice 
department alleges that efforts were made to coerce and boycott 
physicians carried to the extent of closing the doors of hospitals 
to physicians of approved professional qualifications because 
they were in the service of the Group Health association. 

Regardless of the merits or demerits of the charges filed by 
the department of justice, the dire need of low-income groups for 
more adequate medical care is a fact disputed by no informed 
person. 


The truth regarding these depressed areas of our population 
was clearly and succinctly set forth by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Thurman Arnold in his original statement that the depart- 
ment of justice had referred the charges of unlawful restraint of 
trade and other illegal activities to the grand jury of the District 
of Columbia. Here is the way Mr. Arnold put the case: 

“Recent studies by government technicians have brought out 
the fact that the forty million persons in the United States in 
families with annual incomes of less than $800 cannot pay for 
medical care, and in many cases do not receive it when they are 
in need of it. 

“For instance, at least half the present toll of mothers’ deaths 
in child-bearing, and of infants in the first month of life, are 
preventable with proper prenatal care and medical services in 
delivery. Half the babies born annually in this country are in 
families with less than $1,000 income a year. It is therefore sig- 
nificant that infant mortality is five times higher in families with 
less than $500 a year than it is in families with $3,000 or more 
yen — 

“These facts are cited because experience has demonsirated 
the definite possibility of reducing infant mortality and of danger 
to mothers by proper care. The enormous difference in the rec- 
ords of low-income families is prima facie evidence that the med- 
ical profession as*it is now organized is not providing them with 
adequate care. 

“Acute illness of all kinds increases as one goes down the 
income scale. It is 47 per cent more prevalent in families on re- 
lief than in those with $3,000 or more annual income. Chronic 
illnesses are 87 per cent more prevalent in relief families; non- 
relief families of less than $1,000 income have twice the illness 
disability of families with more than $1,000. 

“In any one year, 10 per cent of the families bear 41 per 
cent of the costs of illness. Another 32 per cent of the families 
bear 41 per cent of the costs, while the remaining 58 per cent of 
the families bear only 18 per cent of the costs.” 

It should be remembered that these low-income groups are 
not the medically indigent who have access to free clinics pro- 
vided by charity organizations. They are, as Mr. Arnold ex- 
plains, “those with income enough to pay for some medical 
serivce,” but they “either cannot avail themselves of these free 
facilities, or, because of self-respect, they do not desire to do so, 
Such persons experience no difficulty when their medical needa 
are slight; but when serious illness strikes, or several members 
of the family require attention within a short time, the financial 
burden is accepted.”

Unions May Obtain Old-Age Insurance 
Wage Inquiry Cards for Their Members 


Information Received from Workers Is Used by Social Security Board to 
Check Wage Reports Made by Employers 


Labor organizations may obtain 
for their members copies of the 
post card which has printed on it 
a request for a statement showing 
the amount of wages credited to 
the social security account of an 
employe for 19387 on the basis of 
reports made by employers. 

According to an announcement 
by the social security board these 
post cards have been sent to all 
field offices of the board and may 
be obtained by any worker for 
whom an old-age insurance ac- 
count has been established. Space 
is left for the wage earner to write 
in his name, account number, and 
address. The card should be mailed,

A second form has also been 
made available at all field offices 
for the use of anyone who believes 
that he earned wages that were 
not reported. On this form the 
wage earner should list each em- 
ployer for whom he has worked, 
how long he was employed by each, 
and the wages he received. 


Field office managers have been 
instructed to suggest to all indi- 
viduals requesting wage informa- 
tion that they use the post card 
form, since requests by letter can- 
not be handled by the bureau of 
old-age insurance as rapidly as 
those made on the forms. 

Requests for statements of wage 
accounts already have been re- 
ceived from more than 12,000 wage 
earners, according to John J. Cor- 
son, director of the board’s bureau 
of old-age insurance. The bureau, 
he said, had replied to those mak- 
ing such requests and had re- 
ceived in return very few com- 
plaints that the statements of 
wages did not include. all the 
wages they had been paid. 

The only cases in which it was 
impossible to provide applicants 
with statements of wages received 
were those in which the indivi- 
duals had been engaged in employ- 
ment not covered by the old-age 
insurance provisions of the social 
security act, such as railroad work, 
farm labor, and domestic service

ASKED BY AMERICAN FEDERATION OF GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES 


Chicago Convention Also Urges Optional 30-Year Service 
Retirement, Extension of Merit System, and Extra Salary 
Or Overtime Leave; Rejects Specified Efficiency Rating 


The seventh annual convention of the American federation 
of government employes, placed a $1,500 annual minimum wage 
and a thirty-five hour week for government employes at the head 
of its legislative program for improving working conditions in 


the federal service. 


Legislative Program Adopted 


The convention unanimously 
adopted a program calling for: 

A $1,500 minimum wage for all 
full time employes with automatic 
pay increases set by law. 


A five-day, 35-hour working week

One of Every Six Americans Bene- 
fited by “New Deal’s” Social

That the federal government is

was disclosed this week by the so- 
cial security board. 


The total costs of federal, state 
and local aid during July, it was 
revealed, amounted to $258,748,000, 
of which $149,200,000 was spent by 
Harry L. Hopkins through the 
WPA. The social security board 
distributed $42,615,000 in old age 
pensions and grants to the blind 
and crippled children. 

Hopkins dislosed that during the 
week ended August 27, the WPA 
rolls reached a new all-time high, 
with 3,066,953 persons on payrolls. 
Unless private industry steps up 
and takes over a part of the bur- 
den, it was indicated, the relief ap- 
propriation will be exhausted in 
January, a month earlier than was 
eRpented:

Many of the rights recognized 
been granted, sometimes 
grudgingly, by officials in the past, 
Alifas pointed out, but he said that 
in some agencies efforts had been 
made to discourage organization. 

“General Craig’s order ends all 
uncertainty,” Alifas added. “It is a 
clear-cut recognition of the right 
of workers to organize and bar- 
gain collectively. It grants unions 
the right to canvass non-union 
members in complete assurance 
that no union activity will in any 
way affect a worker's job.” 

The placing of government work- 
ers under civilian supervisors was 
regarded as almost equally im- 
portant by Alifas. He voiced the 
belief that this would result in a 
better understanding of labor 
problems and remove many causes 
of conflict.

The District of Columbia Public 
Utilities commission has issued a 
rule requiring windshield stickers 
for all taxicabs whose owners have 
complied with the new mandatory 
liability insurance law endcted last 
summer by congress to cover all 
taxi’s-operated in the District of 
Columbia. 

Taxicabs will be required to dis- 
play the stickers before they can 
be operated. A new colored sticker 
will be issued each week.
